Kenosha is having trouble with Its street 
car line. Borne time age on' ordinance was 
passed that transfers-should be given on 
the different lines. The company ignored 
the birder and Friday Mayor Gorman stop-. 
ped all street cars from " running. Not a 
car moved after 10:30 a, m, and the citi- 
zens bad to foot it. 

There was much cheering fronvthecrowd 
when the order was served, and in a min- 
ute the passengers on the cars discovered 
what had happened and they left the cars 
and continued their Journey .on foot. The* 
motormen bad evidently been warned that 
the trouble was coming, as they at once 
left' the cars and went to their homes. • 
.... Manager Russell bad nothing whatever 
to say to tbe people who had gathered and 
he at once left tbe square, 
' This was the end of the incident so far 
as the people who were watching for the 
trouble were coacerned, but it was the 
opening of the fight which will show just 
what rights ore youchsafed to the people 
of the city and to the company nnder. the 
ordinance granting tbe franchise.

No Cabbage Runke. 

Recently an absurd fenr has devel- 
oped In the minds of some enters of 
cabbages relative to the so-called "cab- 
bage snake." The superstition Is that 
tho snake poisons the cabbages and so 
renders them unfit to cat. The exist- 
ence of such a creature Is denied by 
our scientists, but so .prevalent Is tbe 
belief that nt least one experiment sta- 
tion Tins issued a circular denying the 
existence of the so-called snake. ' In 
some parts of tho country a small 
whitish "eel- worm" lias been found to 
Infest -cabbages^ -The larvae of this 
*form prey upon the common green 
cabbage worm, nnd hence are doubt- 
less a benefit rather than a detriment 
to the cabbnge-g rowing industry. Some 
of the more superstitious people In the 
South Imnglaed thnt these worms poi- 
soned tho cabbages, and tests were 
mndo by scientific people to clear up 
the matter. Extracts were mado from 
tbe worms and. Injected, Into tbo hu- 
man system. These Injections failed 
to produce the least effect. It Is there- 
fore considered that the character of 
the little worm has been cleared of tho 
accusation, 

■t, New Red Ornpe. 

Although not yet tested In all grape- 
growing regions, the Regal shows 
promise wherever' It has been grown. 
The vine Is a most vigorous grower, 
strong- nnd healthy and exceedingly 
productive. The Quality of the berry 
Is very good, though not of the best.

Finding Ari of Fowl*. 

A pullet will show roae-colored relui 
on the surface of the skin under the 
wings; there will nlso be long silky 
hairs growing thero. After a year old 
these disappear, so," too, do the veins, 
nnd the skin shows white and vein- 
less. The difference can bo seen at a 
glance. Again, a pullet that has not 
laid, or has only Just commenced to 
lay, will have the bones of the pelvis 
or basin almost touching. The bones 
gradually widen as the fowl continues 
laying, nnd at two years old are much 
further apart than they were at one 
year old. Tho third point of difference 
lies In tho claws and shanks; In a 
young bird the skin of the claw la 
supple, and the scales thin and bril- 
liant. Tbe skin gets coarser and 
stranger and the scales harder as the 
bird grows, aud the nail of .the last toe, 
which docs most- of the work, when 
the bird scratches, gets much worn. 
There Is also a difference in the eye- 
lids. These acquire wrinkles as tbe 
bird gets older, and there la also a 
slightly shrivelled look on tbe face. 
This, with age, gets more and more 
pronounced. In the case of cocks, 
above and beyond these points of dif- 
ference (except the bones of the pelvis 
widening), there are tho spurs to Judge 
by.— American Cultivator.

RUSSIAN MUKDEN LOSSES 80,662 

Early Reports of Cnanaltlc» Bold to 
ITara Been Overstated, 

An exact statement of the losses In nil 
categories In the battle of Mukden from 
Fob. 10 to March 14, compiled by tho 
general staff, shows that tho casualties 
wcro greatly overstated In earlier re- 
ports. Statements from Japanese sources 
ind i cat I us wholesale captures, of prison- 
ers, enormous booty and cannon are now 
denied. 

In reality, it appears the Russian 
losses amounted to two generals, who 
were taken prisoner, 1.0S5 staff and other 
o Ulcers, and 87,077 men, of whom tho 
greatest part, about 55,000, were wound- 
cd. . 

In evacuating Mukden and retreating 
to the northward the Itnsslnns lost thir- 
ty-two guns, of which three were mor- 
tars, tltreo old-typo .field guns with pis- 
ton action, and twenty-six quick-firu 
guns. Of tho aicge artillery every gun 
and all tho ammunition carta were sent 
north two days before the retreat began. 

Gen. Ivnrkov Itch, the chief of staff, cal- 
culates that other losses, aside from the 
wounded, were ns follows; 15,000 killed^ 
7,000 to 8,000 knowu to have been cap- 
tured and 10,000 to 12.000 missing, of 
whom several thousand were drivers, 
sanitary and commissariat corps em- 
ployes and other non-combatants, 

Tbo resignation of Gen. Kurapatktn 
In said to. have been duo to a disagree- 
ment with Gen, Llnovitch over Vladi- 
vostok, the latter having decided on an 
offensive campnlgn to save tho port.

Clover Hay to Fatten. 

The Missouri Agrlculttiral CoIlegQ 
has shown, that a limited amount of 
corn fed' with clover liny crii bo made 
n very, proll table ration for feeding 
cattle. Tho Missouri Agricultural 
College has during several winters 
produced two iiounds of gnln ]por tiny 
on cattle by feeding six pounds ot 
corn each" and' nn (fverago of about 
seventeen pounda'of cloverJho'y. An 
exactly .Blmllnr 'lot of cattle fed bIx 
pounds of. corn and fifteen 'pounds of 
clover hny, .mado a gain' of only ono 
pound per day -per bond. When largo 
amounts of cloyor hay nre 'not avail- 
able, wo have found that mixing equal 
parts of ; clover hay and -corn stover 
bus resulted lu a gain of ono and 
threc-quartor pounds of 'gain ft day per 
bond. Two pounds per day Is a rea- 
sonably good gam whon' cootie are fed 
n h en vy grain 'ration of elghtcon to 
twenty pounds dally. The coat of tho 
clover liny and six pounds of corn Is 
measurably less than the heavy grain 
ration, and the gains, resulting ore 
nearly identical: ."" The grain ration lins 
jthll i advantage— that it will flu4 In the 
animals somowhat more quickly and 
put them In condition to fulflll the 
market requirements.— F, B. Mumford, 
Missouri Agricultural College.

COOL WEAT HER DEL AYS CROPB. I 

FUnttaff and Growth Hetorded by 
I-ow Temperatures. 

The weekly summary of crop condi- 
tions Issued by the weather bureau Is is 
follows: 

In nearly ail districts east at the 
Rocky Mountains tho week ending April 
24 averaged decidedly cool, and was un- 
favorable for germination and growth, 
damaging frosts occurring as far south 
as the northern portions of the east gulf 
States on tho 17th, Lin ins interrupted 
work In northern Indiana, while drought 
Is becoming serious la central and east* 
era Missouri, and rain Is needed In Mon- 
tana and the Dakota?-, 

Bather slow progress with corn plant- 
ing was made, except In Missouri and 
Kansas, where this work advanced sat- 
isfactorily. Preparations for planting 
hava been actively carried on In Ne- 
braska, Iowa aud Illinois, bat no plant- 
ing has been done In these States, except 
In southern Illinois, and further east none 
has been planted northward of the Ohio 
river with the exception of a little In 
Ohio. Tho cool weather has proved In- 
jurious to corn la tho South, much hav- 
ing been killed in the South Atlantic 
and East Gulf States by tho frost of the 
17th. 

While the. growth of winter wheat hoe 
not been rapid, owing to the nbsenco of 
warmth, tho condition of this crop con- 
tinues promising in all districts. 

Spring wheat seeding is now well ad- 
vanced In tho northern portion of the 
spring wheat region nnd Is practically 
finished la the central and southern por- 
tions. Germination nnd growth of early 
sown have been very slow, and same In- 
jury has resulted from freezing In South 
Dakota and Nebraska. In Colorado, Utah 
and on tho North Pacific States spring 
wheat Is coming up and growing nicely. 
Oats also need wnnn weather to pro- 
mote growth, which has been generally 
slow, but on tho whole the outlook for 
this crop Is favorable. Some dnmngo by 
freezing is reported from South Dakota 
and Nebraska . Seeding is well advanc- 
ed In the more northerly sections, except 
In tho northern portion of the middle At- 
lantic States and In New England, where 
slow progress has been made. 

Cotton planting has been active, under 
favorable conditions*, over most of the 
cotton belt, but wns delayed by rains iu 
Oklahoma nnd Indian territories, Arkan- 
sas and northern Texas. Tho frost of 
the 17th killed much cotton In portions of 
Alabama, Georgia and tho Carolina*. 
Chopping has begun in southern Tcxns 
nnd portions of the eastern districts nnd 
cultivation In southern Georgia, 

Fruit prospects have been further less- 
ened during tlie past week throughout 
the Ohio valley, east gulf States and on 
the Atlantic const south of New Eng- 
land, peaches suffering most. In the 
States of the upper Missouri valley and 
In the lake region and New England the 
fruit outlook Is more promising.

Grover Cleveland Seen In Them Kcriou* 
lliirni to the Home, 
"What a. blessed thing It would be If 
every mother, and every woman, could 
realize the everlasting truth that 'tho 
hand that rocks tho cradle Is the hnnd 
that rules the world,' " says Grover 
Cleveland, in the Ladies' Home Journal's 
current number, sternly arraigning a cer- 
tain kind of woman's clubs, whose objects 
and intents, he declared, nrc not only 
harmful, but harmful Iu n wny that men- 
aces American hornet. 

The ex-President sees ia tho trend of 
woman's clubs a discontent with home 
life, with motherhood, -and all. of their 
consequent labors and sacrilk-es. Ho says 
it appears In the movement to secure to 
women the right to vote, nnd otherwise 
participate In public affairs. Mr. Cleve- 
land says: 

*'Lct it here be distinctly understood 
that no sensible man has fears of Injury 
to the country on account of such partici- 
pation. It Is Its dangerous, undermining 
effect on the characters of the wives nnd 
mothers of our land that wo fenr. At a 
recent meeting of these radicals a high 
priestess of tho faith declared: 'No mat- 
ter how bad tho crime n woman commits, 
If she can't vote, and is classed with 
Idiots aud criminals nnd lunatics, she 
should not be punished by tho same laws 
as those who vote obey.' 

"It Is a thousand pities that all tho 
wives found In such company cannot 
sufficiently open their minds to see the 
complete fitness of tho homely definition 
which describes a good wife ns "a woman 
who loves her husband nnd her country 
with no desire to ruin either.' "

The 
same feed should be given at noon 
nml nt night, but the quantity of water 
may be Increased nt night" In work- 
ing n horse liable to nttneks of scours, 
begin tbo day- with I1I111 In an easy 
manner, and for the first two or three 
hours do not push him. Handled lu 
this manner be will probably go 
through the rest of the day In good 
shape, nnd do a fair day's work. Such 
horses should be we)\ groomed nftcr 
a tiny of work to keep up the circula- 
tion of the skin, and tho bedding 
should bo clean nnd plentiful. 



Those -who have flower seeds to sow 
would fintl tbo sowing of them under 
glass satisfactory, should they have 
the convenience, for It. Many of these 
seeds are very fine, nnd when sown 
outdoors, heavy rains nnd many other 
things often Interfere with their germi- 
nation. When under glass It Is near- 
ly always one's own fault If a crop of 
seedlings Is not raised. Small boxes, 
of a' depth of three Inches, with holes 
In the bottom to let drain superflu- 
ous wnter, are the best to use. The 
soil should he fine, made so by sift- 
ing. If necessary, so that when the 
seedlings need transplanting each plant 
can be lifted out without great disturb- 
mice of the others.

Cleft grafting Is In common use and 
well-known. 

Splice grafting Is so simple an to 
need little explanation. The two.parts 
are merely cut diagonally, inld to- 
gether, tied with string and waxed. It 
h) adapted only to small shoots of ten- 
der wood that will not stand split- 
ting. 

Saddle grafting la also simple and 
uaeful for small growing plants. Tho 
stock Is cut to a wedge shaped cud 
by two cuts, hud' the scion Ls spilt and 
set upon the wedge aud Is. then tied 
snd ' waxed. This method ''is oftcnost 
used with a terminal bud. 



Clover Hay to Fatten. 

The Missouri Agricultural College 
bas shown, that a limited amount of 
corn .fed with clover hoy can bo made 
n very profitable ration for feeding 
cattle. The Missouri Agricultural 
College has during bo vera 1 .winters 
produced two pounds' of gain per day 
on cattle by feeding six pounds of 
corn each' and' no average of about 
seventeen pouuds of cldve^./uay. An 
exactly similar -lot of eat^C' fed six 
pounds of corn nnd fifteen pounds of 
clover hny, made a gain of only ono 
pound per day per he$uL "Whon largo 
amounts of. clover hay are .-not- avail- 
able, wc have found that mixing eqtml 
parts of 'clover hny and ■ corn stover 
has resulted 1 in a gain of one nud 
three-quarter pounds ot;gnln a day per 
head. Two pounds per tiny hi a rea- 
sonably good gain when eattlo are fed 
a heavy grain .'ration of ; eighteen to 
twenty pounds daily. The cost of tho 
clover' hay nttd six pounds of.com Is 
measurably leas than the heavy groin 
ration, and the gains , resulting nre 
nearly Identical.'' The grain ration hns 
fhLs advantage— that It -will find in tlio 
animals somewhat more quickly and 
put-thorn In condition .to fulfill tho 
market requirement*,— F; B. Mutnford, 
Missouri Agricultural College.

Killing and Plucking Fowli, 

It lu well to make tbo bird fast for' 
1^ hours, or more before It Is killed. 
In order thnt Its crop und .other organs 
may be quite empty. Tho best way 
to kill a bird Is to sever the main ar- 
tery In the roof of the, mouth. When 
this Is done the bird quickly bleeds 
to death. As soon as cut It should bo 
hung head down, to allow the blood 
to run out of Hie body. Immediately 
after the bird Is dead, and before tho 
animal bent has left tho body, the 
feathers should he plucked out, pains 
being taken to remove all the pin- 
feathers and not to tear the skin. 

The feathers come out more easily 
If the carcass Is put -In boiling water 
for a few minutes; hut this method, 
although very common, injures the 
wholesome look of the skin and, It Is 
believed, makes the flesh decompose 
more quickly. Dry picking Is there- 
fore far preferable nnd should be In- 
sisted 011. 

If a bird Is to be kept before using, 
it sbo ul d he put In a cool place to 
drive out nil the animal heat, which, 
If left hi, might hasten decomposition. 
Some poultry men put the plucked 
birds Into cold wnter, which serves tho 
double purpose °f cooling them ond 
of making them look plumper. There 
may he no objection to It If the water 
Is clear nnd they are left In only 11 
few minutes, hut- If they nro allowed 
to soak until they swell beyond their 
natural size, It Is certainly fraudulent 
and probably Injurious. A still more 
objectionable way of plumping bird* 
Is by blowing. them out. -This' Is had 
enough when a bellows ls tised,* hut 
when, as 1b often the case, the dresser 
blows direct from his mouth, It is dis- 
gusting and dangerous. — Farm nnd 
Home. 



Kneaile* at Fruit Tree*. 

For a long' time horticulturists and 
Crult growers of the advanced, type 
have been urging the desirability of 
tilling orchards more thoroughly than 
Is usually the custom, says a Cornell 
paper. Their advice was based upon 
common _ experience and observation, 
but exact data havo been ■ wanting, 
Cornell Experiment Station, during 
the lost season, conducted an orchard 
survey or a critical study of tho west- 
ern counties of the State of Now York". 
This survey examined every orchard 
In three townships, comprising some 
three thousand acres of. fruit land, and 
In addition examined every orchard of 
Importance lu the entire county — one 
of tho largest In the State. -The resuliS 
of this survey (which nro now being 
worked out) nre exceedingly Instruc- 
tive and valuable. 

"Among the chief enemies of the 
orchard tho greatest was found to ho 
the" npplo tree, lu other words,. thu 
trees. were Injuring each other in the 
struggle for food and sustenance. They 
wore planted too closely. Ah exami- 
nation of the yields of orchards plant- 
ed at "different distances} dlBelosod 
the fact that' the more trjees to the 
acre the smaller ^tbu yield In every 
case, and that "tho yield Increased 
gradually: and proportionately wltii tho 
distance nt which tho trees were set 

"Tho next enemy of Importance was 
sod. The loss to. the tract examined 
lu 1002 by the influence of sod In or- 
chards amounted to over 200,000 Imsb- 
elsi. Pastured orchards *were < better 
than meadow orchards, but markedly 
poorer tbnn tilled orchards. Tbo cul- 
tivated orchard gave ah average of 80 
bushels- more than k(n\ orchard, aud 
th Is record Covered a period of -three 
years; It was not takoh at haphazard 
aud should be considered fairly Judica- 
tive.

Peculiar Conditions Found to, Exist In 
the Conrjo Valley. 
A peoultar cllmnllc f eatttro ' oxlats 
In the sou thorn part of the Congo vnl- 
ley for 10 degrees south ot the equa- 
tor. Tho rivers and. lakes ate found 
to bo bordered with" a denao vegota- ; 
tion, which extends out from the wa- 
ter a. dlstanco proportioned to the ex* 
.tent of the water aurfaco, Adjacent 
hills and mountains are often covered 
with dense vogotntiou. on. 6no si do 
and are bare on the other. Beyond 
thin bordering vogotntlon thero , aro 
pininfl, almost treeless or with amnll 
scrub growth and thin grass. 

Tho explanation. Is given, no fol- 
lows: From May to October there Is 
a dry season, with hot days and fair- 
ly cool nigh ta (often GO degrees Fahr- 
enheit.) Tho evaporation of tho Any- 
time Is followed by condensation Into 
fog at night. This fog moistens tho 
country adjacent to the 'water sur- 
faces and causes a luxuriant growth 
of . vegetation. Tho ■ morning winds 
blow tho fog against the a* posed sides 
of hills and mountalna and up tho val- 
leys of tributary, streams, TY nt,rQ -'or 
the fog Is not carried tho country is 
dry, *
